The Gavite drydock is not as long as the’ 
Algiers (La.) dock, which was also built for the: 
navy by the Maryland Steel company, but it 
is wider and deeper. and has a much greater 
capacity. It is soo feet lung, 100 feet wide 
between fenders, 134 fect wide over all, 18 feet 
6 inches depth -of bottom aud 63 feet 8 inches 
high from bottom to top. The side walls‘ are 
14 feet wide, : 

One feature of the dock, and one which has 
never ‘before been employed, is that it is 
huilt in three divisions. The utility of this is 
that it is able to dock itsvlf, for, like all Boating 
bodies, the ‘bottoms become foul with sea 
growth and barnacles, and it is necessary for 
them to be kept clean. . 

One of. the divisions, or sections, is long, 
and two are smaller. When the bottom of the 
large section needs cleaning its compartments 
are pumped dry, thus raising it as.far out of 
the water as possible, Then the two small 
sections are suok and run under the big’ one.

SERIOUS FIRE ON THE 
SS. “VOLGA” . 
hice 


NARROW ESCAPE OF OFFICERS. 


The British steamer Volga, chartered by the 
O. & O, Steamship Company, brought to Kobe 
a.cargo of American cotton and iron, The 
work of discharging was commenoed on Tues- 
day and was continued on the following day, 
reports the Jagan Chronicle of 8th inst. On 
Thursday morning everything on board was as 
usgal, but at 10 o'clock a dense volume of 
‘smoke bur-t from the after hold and it was 
apparent: that a somewhat serious fire, which 
had no doubt been smouldering for some time, 
hudbrokenout. The Master, Captain J. Pattie, 
.wag.ashore at the time, but on being. informed 

the outbreak returned to the vessel with all 
speed, In the meantime the officers and crew 
did everything possible to quell the flames and 
the fire signal was hoisted. ; 

. tna very short space of time ‘boats were put 
offfrom the Austrian cruiser Kalserin Elisabeth, 
with ‘a number of-men and fire extinguishing 
appliances, hand pumps and diving. apparatus, 
he ship's doctor accompanied the volunteers, 
-and this was fortunate, as he was able to:render 
invaluable assistance; When the flames had 
been got under, the Chief Boatswain of the 
Katrin Elisabeth descended into the hold, 
but was soon overcome by the fumes and was 
in such'a serious condition that be had to be 


conveyed to the cruiser, but, we are glad to |: 


learn, subsequently recovered. Several of the 
others were temporarily overcome, even the 


diver being somewhat affected. Captain Pattie |’ 
and some of his officers were also partially |: 


asphyxiated when the smoke was at its worst, 
Mr..Jones, the First Mate, being very seriously 
affected. Indeed, had it not been for the 
prompt assistance of the Kalserin Elisabcth's 
doctor, who worked at artificial respiration for 
some while before Mr. Jones regained con- 
‘sciousness, it is doubtful whether he would 


have recovered Although he was in a weak |‘ 


“state yeslerday and unable to take any part in 


tbe further work of extinguishing the fire, he : 


was progressing favourab!y, and will probably 
soon be himself again. 

All the men from the Austrian cruiser work- 
ced unceasingly during the whole of Thursday, 
‘not leaving the vessel until late in the evening. 
The Water Police also rendered valuable assis- 
tance.in combating the fire, as. also did the’ 
Kawasaki Dockyard Company's men. Indeed, 
Captain Pattie speaks most highly of the kind- 
ness and promptitude shown by all who came 


to his assistance, and it is evident that his own |: 


men worked admirably. : : 
“How the fire originated iv is impossible to 
say, tut It may be surmised that-it was due ta 
spontaneous combustion. There were some 
3,0‘o:balés of cotton, together sith a quantity 
‘of ironwork, inthe holds, ali of which was 
consigned tq Kobe, and the greater part of the 
former is damaged by-fire and water, For- 
fonately: the: vessel. itself, which is- only 
ome elghteen months old, sustained very 
litle damage, ‘but yorlenley moming the 
Xotton was still smouldering, the hatches re- 
‘maining sealed. Jt was décided to avoid fur- 
‘ther danger by filling ap the: lower hold with 
water. At'no time during the fire was the
